In Government Letter 


(Following is a letter received 
by the Town of Didsbury re Winter 
Works projects. We quote: 

Terms of the Offer 

1. As an incentive to encourage 
municipalities to create more job 
cpportunities through needed pub- 
lie projects which would not other- 
wise be undertaken this winter, the 
Canadian government and the Gov- 
ernment of the Province of Alberta, 
will yeimburse each municipality 
taree-quarters of the direct payroll 
cxits of the municipality or its con- 
tractors or sub-contractors during 
the period December 1, 1958 to 
April 30, 1959, on accepted winter 
works projects within the scope of 
the plan. The federal government's 
1-imbursement will amount to 60% 
cf the direct payroll cost and the 
provincial govecnment’s reimburse- 
ment will be a further 25%. 

<. Winter works projects, it will 
be understood for the purpose of 
this program, will be confined to 
those projects falling within ¢he 
categories set out in number 3 be- 
low, Which would not normally be 
undertaken during the winter 
months and are designed to create 
additional employment during this 
period of the year. They will 
include: 

(a) Needed public projects mun- 
ic!palities have had in mind under- 
‘aking some time in the future 
which can be undertaken this win- 
a) 

‘b) New projects which can be 
corried out this winter. 

(c) Additional work on existing 
projects over and above the work 
Which would have been carried out 
in any event this winter. 

3. The categories of works pro- 
joets to be covered, subject to ac- 
copiance of each winter works 
project, are: 

(a) The construction and major 

construction of streets, sidewalks 
ov roads, other than arterial roads. 

(b) The construction and major 

‘onstruction of water, sewage and 
storm sewage facilities not ielud- 
ing buildings, 

(c) The construction and devel- 
opment of municipal parks, but 
not including school playgrounds. 


The cost of major buildings and 


suructures, as well as maintenance 
and supervisory costs, cannot be 
included.

7. Payments to year-round em- 
ployees of municipalities will not be 
included as part of the direct pay- 


roll costs incumed for accepted 
winter works projects. 
8. Preference is to be given to 


those projects providing the great- 
est amount of employment.

Nutty Notes 

1. Nuts in the shell keep better 
than shelled nuts and unsalted nuts 
keep better than salted. 

2. All nuts keep better at a cold 
temperature than in a warm place. 
If possible keep your baking nuts 
in the refrigerator, 

3. Nuts in vacuum-packed con- 
tainers keep longer than those ex- 
posed to air, 

4. Shelled nuts keep well for a 
year in tight containers in home 
freezers. Buy nuts and baking 
fruit after the New Year when 
they are at thelr lowest price. 
Btore in deep freezer. 

5. Filberts, almonds and peanuts 
keep better than pecans and wal- 
nuts. It is very important to keep 
pecans and walnuts in tight con- 
tainens in a cold place. Exposed to 
warmth and air they are especially 
subject to rancidity. 

6. Tight vapor-proof containers 
protect nuts from absorbing off 
flavors and moisture, and keeps 
them gafe from insects,
